IT WAS THE BROOM. 


Mr. Cleveland has kindly been permitted to 
give a review of his adm inistration through an 
interview in the Baltim ore 
S u n . 
It is rea­ 
sonably interesting; it is decidedly pntbeiic- 
Much of it is given up to his personal mo­ 
tives and relations to the men who surrounded 
him . 
The interviewer was convinced by his 
earnest manner that he sincerely aimed to 
give the people a practical, business like ad 
ministration, irrespective of partisan consid­ 
erations. 
His sympathy w ith the people is 
deep and genuine, and be recalls his after­ 
noon receptions or “ hand shak es” as the 
pleasantest incidents of his official life. 
He 
enjoys meeting people from every section of 
the country who do not com e for office, but 
merely for exchanging pleasant words with 
the President. 
Mr. Cleveland insists that he works as hard 
as any clerk, and com plains of interruptions 
by inconsiderate mem!)ers of Congress who 
bring iu their constituents d uring his busi 
ness hours. 
Only one m em ber is mentioned 
who had enough consideration to keep back 
his friends till the hour for public receptions, 
and that man, Mr. Burncs of Missouri, is 
dead. 
Mr. Cleveland has been so patient un­ 
der these interruptions that ho is surprised 
and pained at the com plaint that he has been 
exclusive. 
There has never been a time, he 
says, when he has not been willing and 
anxious to talk with m embers of Congress 
and leading Democrats. 
Mr. Cleveland is thoroughly satisfied with 
the outcome of his adm inistration and its ef­ 
fect upon the Democratic party'. 
He think« 
it was never in better shape than at present, 
and attributes this to his form ulation of the 
tariff issue, which brought it together. 
He 
believes that tariff reform is the great and liv­ 
ing issue for the party, and that sooner or la­ 
ter the people will be educated to its benefits 
and the evil effect of taxing them for the 
benefit of a favored few.

IT WAS THE BROOM. 


Mr. Cleveland has kindly been permitted to 
give a review of his administration through an 
interview in the Baltimore Sun. It is rea. 
sonably interesting; it is decidedly pathetic- 
Much of it is given up to his personal mo­ 
tives and relations to the men who surrounded 
him. The interviewer was convinced by his 
earnest manner that he sincerely aimed to 
give the people a practical, business like ad 
ministration, irrespective of partisan consid­ 
erations.

Only one member is mentioned 
who had enough consideration to keep back 
his friends till the hour for public receptions, 
and that man, Mr. Burnes of Missouri, is 
dead. Mr. Cleveland has been so patient un­ 
der these interruptions that he is surprised 
and pained at the complaint that he lias been 
exclusive. There has never been a time, he 
says, when he has not been willing and 
anxious to talk with members of Congress 
aud leading Democrats. 
Mr. Cleveland is thoroughly satisfied with 
the outcome of his administration and its ef­ 
fect upon the Democratic party. He think-; 
it was never in better shape than at present, 
and attributes this to his formulation of the 
tariff issue, which brought it together, lie 
believes that tariff reform is the great and liv­ 
ing issue for the party, aud that sooner or la 
ter the people will be educated to its benefits 
and the evil effect of taxing them for the 
benefit of a favored few. He refuses to ud 
mit that lie was defeated on this issue last 
fall. “ Had certain conditions been elimi 
natcd from the campaign," lie says, "v.e 
would have won a decisive victory.” What 
those conditions were he docs not explain. 
He is equally firm in his belief in the princi­ 
ple of civil service reform. He be

He has tried to give the 
scheme a fair trial, and comes to the conclu­ 
sion that the examinations are about the best 
test of merit that can be devised. He fears, 
however, that he has not sufficiently cleaned 
out the iucompetents who had found perman­ 
ent lodgment in the Departments through 
favoritism. 
1 he country will l>e pleased to learn that 
Mr. Cleveland goes out of office, not with re 
gret, but with positive pleasure. It will 
learn with surprise that lie “ accepted the 
nomination last summer with genuine reluc­ 
tance and after earnest effoits to evade it." 
His own party is undoubtedly regrettln 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land, that he did not make the disclosure in 
May last or earlier. But he says that, "on 
purely personal grounds,” there will be no 
happier man in the United States than him­ 
self on the 4th of March next. It will be well 
for Democrats to make note of these words 
now. It may save them a big heartache on 
inauguration day, for a great many of them 
have been disposed to pity Mr. Cleveland, to 
sympathize with him, and to sorrow over 
what he was believed to regard as a great 
personal misfortune.

CLEVELAND REVIEWED. 
No Sorrow Among D em ocrats Over Ills 11c- 
tlrem eut — He Vindicated 
Republican 
Hule. 
(From the New York Sun.] 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration Las arrived 
at the very eve of its demise, and the general 
sentiment of tlie Democracy is one of relief 
and thankfulness. 
That the great historic party, which holds 
the noblest traditions of the fathers respect­ 
ing the nature of our Constitution and gov­ 
ernment. should be driven from power by an 
adverse majority must nlwavs be afflicting 
to its members; but when they consider how 
much more desperate their situation would 
have been after another four years of Mr. 
Cleveland, aud of his autocratic, pompous 
and canting methods, the thought that they 
are no longer exposed to that extreme calam­ 
ity may well reconcile them to the lesser mis­ 
fortune. 
The Democracy are tired of a rule which 
has brought them only disappointment aud 
defeat, t'hey are tired of a rule which has 
broken all the promises by which they were 
ouce deluded. Above all, they are tired of a 
rule whose chief occupation has been to praise 
and magnify the long period of Republican 
predominance and corruption which they 
had hoped to end forever. 
What, indeed, has been the chief business 
and the prevailing characteristic of Mr.Cleve­ 
land’s term of office? It has been to justify 
the Republican administrations which pre­ 
ceded him. It has been to show that the 
great Democratic revolt of 1871 and 1870 was 
all a mistake and a delusion. To this there is 
but one exception. In one single department 
only have the purpose and expectation of the 
Democracy been realized by its agents who 
were raised to authority through the election 
of Grover Cleveland. 
For years the people of this country had

GATHERING ICE ALONG THE HUDSON. 


O ver Six T housand M en an d B oys at W ork 
T o-l> ay—Ic e N otes. 
Men and boys were at work on the ice on 
the Hudson River in front of all the houses 
situated between this City and Albany to­ 
day. 
The ice between this City and Hudson 
is eight to nine inches in thickness, and north 
of that point from 10 lo 12 inches. 
The 
number of people employed ice gathering is 
over 6,000. 


IC E N O TES. 
The local ice dealers at Hudson began 
gathering to day. 
Charles Bishop, of Roudout, is filling the 
Armour ice house.

MORE ABOUT THE FORMATION OF ICE. 


W lia t a C o rre s p o n d e n t Kavs in an In te r e s t­ 
in g L e tte r, R e c eiv ed tills A ftern o o n . 
A correspondent sends the following; “ If 
firm, sound ice is porous, as some persons 
claim, water, on which it floats, would fill 
the pores of the ice, the weight of which 
would then be in excess of the buoyant effort 
of the water and the ice would sink. 
When 
the tem perature of water is reduced below 
39°. 2 F ., the particles of water begin to ex- 
pund, and at 32° they freeze. 
Again, wdien 
a layer of ice is formed, if the temperature of 
the air continues sufficiently low, the latent 
heat of water in contact with the under sur 
face of the ice will be absorbed by the colder 
external air and another layer of ice will be 
formed under the first. 
This process will be 
continued until the ice attains a thickness 
which will prevent further abstraction of 
heat from the water underneath it.”

CLEVELAND UN HIMSELF. 


Mr. Cleveland bas kindly beco permitted to 
give a review of bls administration through an 
interview in the Baltim ore Sun. 
It is rea­ 
sonably interesting; it is decidedly pathetic- 
M uch of it is given up to his personal m o­ 
tives and relations to the men who surrounded 
him. 
The interviewer was convinced by his 
earnest manner that he sincerely aimed to 
give the people a practical, business like ad 
m inistration, irrespective of partisan consid 
elations. 
His sym pathy with the people is 
deep and genuine, and lie recalls his after­ 
noon receptions or ••handshakes" as the 
pleasantest incidents of his official life. 
He 
enjoys meeting people from every section of 
the country w ho do not com e for office, but 
merely for exchanging pleasant words with 


the President. 
Mr. Cleveland insists that he works as hard 
as any clerk, and com plains of interruptions 
by inconsiderate uiemiicrs of Congress who 


bring in their constituents during his busi 
ness hours. 
Duly one member is mentioned 
who had enough consideration to keep back 
his friends till the hour for public receptions, 
and that man, Mr. Burnet o f Missouri, is 
deail 
Mr. Cleveland has been so patient un­ 
der these interruptions that he is surprised 
and pained at the com plaint that he has been 
exclusive. 
There has never been n time, he 
says, when he has not been willing and 
anxious to talk with m enders of Congress 
aud leading Democrats. 
Mr. Cleveland is thoroughly satisfied with 
the outcom e of his adm inistration and its cf 
feet upon the Democratic party. 
He thinks 
it was never in better shape than at present, 
and attributes this to his formulation of the 
tariff issue, which brought it together, 
lie 
believes that tariff reform is the gn at ami liv ­ 
ing issue for the party, aud that soouer or la­ 
ter the people will lie educated to its benefits 
and the evil effect of taxing them for the 
benefit o f a favored few . 
He refuses to ud 
mit that he was defeated on this issue last 
fall. 
" Hod certain conditions been elim i­ 
nated from 
the cam paign,” he says, “ we 
would have won a decisive victory.” 
W hat 
those conditions were he docs not explain. 
He is equally firm in his belief in the princi­ 
ple 
of 
civil 
service 
reform. 
He 
bo 
lievcs 
it 
has 
com e 
to 
stay, 
though in its enforcem ent he has boon ham 
pored by the vagaries of sentim ental reform . 
era and theorists 
Ile has tried to give the 
schem e a fair trial, and com es to the conclu­ 
sion that the exam inations are about the lest 
test of merit that can be devised. 
He fears, 
however, that he ha-* not sufficiently cleaned 
out the incom petents w ho had found |>t*rintin- 
ent lodgm ent iu the Departm ents through 
favoritism . 
The country will ho pleased lo learn that 
Mr. Cleveland goes out o f office, not with re­ 
gret, hut 
with incitive pleasure. 
It will 
learu with surprise that he “ accepted the 
nomination last summer w ith genuine relu c­ 
tance and after earnest cffoiis to evade it.” 
H is ow n party is undoubtedly regretting, 
throughout the length aud breadth of the 
land, that he did not make the disclosure in 
May last or earlier. 
But he says that, “ on 
purely personal grounds.” there will be no 
happier man in the United States than him 
self on the 4th of March next. It will bo well 
for Dem ocrats to make note o f these words 
now. 
It may save them a big heartache on 
inauguration day, for a great many of them 
have lieen disposed to pity Mr Cleveland to 
sym pathize with him, ami 
to sorrow over 
what he was believed to regard as a g rea t 
personal misfortune. 
T his review of his ow n adm inistration by 
a retiring President is unusual, hut not im 
proper. 
T he country is glad to learn the 
sort of view Mr Cleveland takes of him self 
and his work. 
His adm inistration is destined 
to occupy an unique place in history, because 
it is to stand as a single D em ocratic adminis 
tralion, sandw iched in by accident between 
tw o long periods o f Republican rule. 
Its 
ultim ate results are likely to tie regarded as 
healthful aud salutary. 
It has taught the 
country that the claims o f the Dem ocracy to 
the confidence o f the people were false, and 
proved 
its 
litter 
inability 
to 
admin 
ister 
the 
governm ent 
honorably 
and 
capably. 
Mr. 
Cleveland 
was 
hut 
the 
instrum ent 
o f 
this 
bad 
und 
vicious 
party. 
Had be been a thousand tim es more 
com petent and re solute he could not have 
succeeded. 
Ile placed at the head if his ad­ 
ministration the man who was universally ad­ 
m itted to be the ablest Dem ocrat in Hie coun. 
try. and one whom all respected. 
But B ay­ 
ard’s failure is even more com plete and crush­ 
ing than his ow n. 
It is the Dem ocratic party 
that failed, and is now trying to make the 
President its scapegoat. 
W e adhere to the 
belief, tmd history w ill record it as the truth, 
that Mr. Cleveland was “ better than his 


p a r ty ."

A correspondent send* the following; “ If 
firm, sound ice is porous, ns some persons 
claim, water, on which it floats, would fill 
the pores of the ice, the weight of which 
would then be in excess of the buoyant effort 
of the water and the ice would sink. 
When 
the tem perature of waler is reduced below 
3D’. 2 F., the particles of water begin to ex 
pand, and al 32’ they freeze*. 
Again, when 
a layer of ice is formed, if the tem perature of 
the air continues sufficiently low, the latent 
heat of waler in contact with die under sur­ 
face of tile ice will la* absorbed by the colder 
external air and another laver of ice will la* 
formed under the first. 
This process will lie 
continued until the ice attains a thickness 
which will prevent further abstraction of 
beat from the water underneath it.”
